BARBECUE, AIRSHOW- 


The formal dedication ceremon­ 
ies for Hamlin's new paved and light­ 
ed airport facilities will be held here 
Sunday afternoon. The dedication will 
be a part of an all-day program plan­ 
ned at the airport — starting with a 
fly-in breakfast for visiting pilots and 
ending with a world-famous airshow. 


The Jaycees are hoping to 
feed 
as many as a thousand at the 
noon 
barbecue and hope to have that many 
or more at the airshow. 


Some of the top stunt pilots in the 
nation will be on hand for the airshow 
which will include aerobatic 
flights, 
sky diving and aircraft displays. 


Because a great amount of time 
and expense has gone into this effort 
by the Jaycees I hope that a 
large

A 
recent 
decision 
by John A. 
Volpe, 
Secretary of the 
U.S. 
De­ 
partment 
of Transportation, to in­ 
clude farm truck drivers under 
the 
federal Motor Vehicle Safety Regula­ 
tions has caused a great deal of con­ 
cern among farm groups and individ­ 
ual farmers. 


The regulations causing all of the 
concern would become effective as of 
July I, 1971, and would require all 
drivers of farm trucks — 
including 
pickups — in interstate commerce to 
meet the following requirements: 


—Be at least 21 years of age. 
—Carry a certificate, 
executed 
by a physician during the 
preceding 
24 months evidencing fitness to drive 
a truck. 
—Pass a road test in truck 
o- 
pe ration. 
—Take an examination on the fe­ 
deral 
Motor 
Vehicle 
Safety Regu­ 
lations. 


But 
a 
check 
with Cong. Omar 
Burleson's office in Abilene reveals 
that it is doubtful if this will ever be­ 
come the 
problem 
it looks 
to be. 
Walter Grubbs of the Abilene 
office 
said Monday that a meeting between 
farm groups and the Director of the 
Bureau of Motor Carrier Safety will 
be held in Washington Tuesday and it 
is expected at that time that vehicles 
carrying 10,000 pounds 
or less will 
be made exempt. 


In talking to Grubbs it was learn­ 
ed that this is not a new 
regulation 
but one that had been on the books for 
quite sometime 
and 
that apparently 
Secretary Volpe had decided that 
it 
should be enforced. 


While 
it 
would 
be 
possible 
through a broad interpretation of in­ 
terstate commerce to get every farm 
pickup covered by the act, it now ap­ 
pears that this is not likely to happen 
because it would be next to impossible 
to enforce. 
To enforce 
such a re­ 
quirement would 
require the estab­ 
lish m en t of a federal highway patrol.

Hamlin telephone customers 
can start dialing their own 
station-to-station 
long 
dis- 
tance calls at midnight Satur­ 
day as Direct Distance Dial­ 
ing is inaugurated. 


"Equipment is Installed and 
final testing is being comple­ 
ted in preparation for the cut­ 
over,” said Bud McCasland,

"This is a sendee improve­ 
ment which we are pleased 
to complete for Hamlin,” he 
added. 
McCasland pointed out that 
on DDD calls, all pertinent 
billing information is auto­ 
matically recorded on paper 
tape and then is transcribed 
by computers for billing.

For added convenience, the 
telephone user may obtain

commerce and others. 
The publication will bo dis­ 
tributed at highway depart­ 
ment tourists bureaus on the 
perimeter of the sate, and 
by mail in response to out- 
of statc inquiries.

Good gardeners delight in 
sprucing up the landscape with 
summer annuals. Petunias, mari­ 
golds, zinnias, asters or snap­ 
dragons give 
you a w id e 
range of varie­ 
ties and sizes 
from which to 
choose. 
Annuals are 
not difficult to 
grow. They do 
need some care, though. Start 
with a loose, well drained soil 
and add plenty of organic mat­ 
ter. I use peat moss and decayed 
animal 
manures. 
You’ll 
also 
need to sprinkle a few handfuls 
of a complete fertilizer over each 
bed after planting. And, water 
plants regularly. 
Insects and diseases often ap­ 
pear unnoticed in flower beds. I 
avoid this by spraying both 
flowers and vegetables regularly, 


about once every IO days to two 
weeks. 
Spectracide and Phaltan do a 
good job for me. These broad 
spectrum pesticides control the 
major pests in flower and vege­ 
table gardens. 
To simplify things, I mix the 
two together and spray every­ 
thing at one time — saving time 
and money needed for mixing 
individual chemicals for each 
plant. Regular sprayings keep 
my gardens healthy, and the en­ 
tire job takes only minutes out 
of my weekend. 
Slugs are a problem in many 
flower and vegetable gardens. 
The snail-like creatures feed on 
plant foliage at night, leaving a 
ragged, shredded appearance. 
Since late afternoon waterings 
provide damp, shady conditions 
ideal for slug activity, it is best 
to water your plants during 
morning hours. 


Regular insecticide sprayings 
normally keep this pest under 
control. However, heavy infesta­ 
tions may call for special snail 
baits in addition to the regular 
sprayings.

Farmers Home Administra­ 
tion credit can now be avail­ 
able to farmers whose real 
estate debt my total as much 
as 
$100,000, 
according 
to 
James V. Smith, 
Adminis­ 
trator of this credit agency 
of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. 
The new limit is authorized 
in 
recent 
legislation. 
It 
changes a 10,year old maxi­ 
mum of $60,000 
that has 
been outmoded by increases in 
land values and farm sizes. 
Although the average FHA 
loan of $24,000 is far below 
the limit, the legislation has 
the effect of fixing $100,000 
as; 
The maximum amount F- 
HA alone may lend to a 


farmer on real estate to 
buy, enlarge or improve 
a farm, or 
The maximum amount of 
real estate financing for 
one 
farmer 
that FHA 
may share with 
other 
lenders. 
Mr. Smith said the legis­ 
lation is expected 
to have 
wide effect in drawing more 
private capital 
into credit- 
scarce rural areas — an ob­ 
jective sought the past two 
years a* FHA has stressed its 
participation in family farm 
financing with other lend­ 
ers. 
The agency can subordi­ 
nate its mortages to private 
individuals, banks, and other 
commercial lenders, or Fed­ 


eral Land Banks when the 
other lender’s loans are tor 
authorized FHA loan purposes. 
The Administrator said the 
new $100,000 total debt limit 
will help many young farmers 
and others, who could not get 
sufficient credit from any one 
lender, to finance their needs 
from combinations of lend­ 
ers including FHA 


The new act also makes 
Viet Nam 
veterans eligible 
for priority consideration of 
loan applications. It abolishes 
a requirement that applicants 
enjoying veteran’s preference 
must have a farm background, 
but requires training or ex­ 
perience in farming. 


The Farmers Home Admin­ 
istration conducts farm, rural 
housing and community fa­ 
cility loan programs through 
a nationwide system of more 
than 1,700 rural offices.

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I he court saw no justification 
either, and held the evidence not 
admissible, the judge said: 
"These bloodstained garments 
could in no manner identify the 
murderer. We can conceive of no 
other purpose than to excite the 
passions and inflame the minds of 
the jury." 
It is on this ground that courts 
generally take a dim view of 
gruesome evidence. Nevertheless. 
the fact remains that trials often 
must deal with dreadful events. 
Evidence is not disqualified by 
gruesomeness if it is really useful. 
Another case involved man­ 
slaughter by automobile. Here, 
the prosecutor wanted to show the 
jury a battered shoe — its laces 
torn — that had been ripped from 
the victim's foot when he was 
struck by the car. 
This time, one of the issues was 
how fast the car had been travel­ 
ing when it hit the victim. Since 
the shoe did cast light on this is­ 
sue. it was (veld to be admissible 
evidence, bv en if ii was inflamma­ 
tory. said lite court, it could still 
help the jury reach a just verdict. 
A similar rule applies to photo­ 
graphs. In another murder case, 
the prosecutor wanted lo show the 
jury a picture of the victim's body, 
lying on a table at the mortuary. 
Over defense objections, the court 
allowed the prosecutoi lo go a- 
head — because the picture gave 
valuable assistance in showing the 
location of the fatal wound. 
As one judge put it: 
"Courts and juries cannot he 
too squeamish about looking at 
unpleasant things, especially if 
truth is on trial.”

That is 
the minimum amount needed 
to balance the upper house 
version of the budget — from 
a smorgaslxml of proposals 
already aired. 
Both the House and the 
Senate are due to take up and 
pass their respective appropri­ 
ations bills, already drafted 
and move the issue of budget­ 
ing into a 10-member confer­ 
ence committee of top legis­ 
lators. 
Big battle in 
the Senate, 
over revenue-raising, may be 
on a liberal-backed proposal 
to levy 
a new corporation 
income tax. More than a doz­ 
en votes are regarded as 
firm for the corporate pro­ 
fits tax, with three or four 
more senators rated as “pos­ 
sibles.” 
Senators are cool toward the 
$492.5 million tax package 
sent over earlier from the 
House 
- first, because they 
regard it as inadequate and, 
second, because H places the 
bulk of the load on consumers 
and students. Bill would raise 
the sales tax three-fourth of 
one percent to four percent, 
hike college tuitions and mark 
up the corporate franchise tax

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The 'Little Brown Spider' 


Why does his bite excite an over-reaction in m an's b o d y? 


The way the body some­ 
times over-kills invaders-and 
damages itself in the process-is 
being 
researched 
in 
immu­ 
nology studies under way at 
The University of Texas Medi­ 
cal Branch at Galveston. 
Pediatrics 
researcher 
Dr. 
Clifton Wayne Smith is study­ 
ing in depth the bite of the 
little Brown Spider. 
The bite of the spider ex­ 
cites 
an 
over-reaction: 
An 
amount of venom so small that 
it might be safely ignored ex­ 
cites so strenuous a response 
that the body kills healthy 
tissue, sometimes over an area 
the size of a man’s hand. 


Destructive Armies 
Dr. Smith hopes to find out 
how and why the body calls 
forth 
such 
self-destructive 
armies of white blood cells. He 
refers to that aspect of his 
infection and immunization re­ 
search as "a kind of hobby I 
have indulged in over the past 
several years.” 
The Brown Spider lives in 
the Southwest U.S. where the 
donate is warm. Its bite is 
scarcely 
ever 
considered 
a 
medical emergency. The venom 
almost invariably causes the 
same series of reactions. It is 
seldom fatal. 


Tiny Fangs 
fangs are so tiny that 


the bite is usually not noticed 
at the time that it occurs,*’ Dr. 
Smith explained. “It causes 
practically no sensation.” 
He added: 
“The venom is deposited 
very superficially, near the top 
of the skin. Within 24 hours, 
there is a characteristic blister 
and then the site aches and 
burns, 
sometimes 
intensely. 
T hen 
the 
area 
becomes 
violaceous (blue), the blister 
breaks and the discolored skin 
develops a black eschar. In 
every case there is always this 
characteristic black scab. Al­ 
ways. I have worked with hun­ 
dreds of animals in these stud­ 
ies and there is always the 
characteristic black scab, lf 
there is not the black serf), the 
bite is not that of the Brown 
Spider. 
‘The scab may be the size 
of a pin head. It may form a 
necrotic—dead—area, the size 
of a man’s hand. The average 
reaction is a dime-sized scab 
which lasts from a few days to 
a week before sloughing off to 
reveal an ulcer. This ulcer looks 
like a hole with a raised, pearly 
border. It becomes a draining 
wound which oozes. It may 
ooze a pinkish fluid. This heals 
very gradually, taking from 
two to three weeks to a month. 
In one case the healing process 
took more than a hundred 
days. And it leaves a scar. 
“One little girl in South 


America, was bitten on the 
face, near her eye, and the scar 
contracted severely enough to 
be disfiguring. But this is un­ 
usual.” 
Also unusual, but possible, 
are such systemic reactions as a 
rash which might envelop the 
entire body or an even more 
serious reaction which might 
damage the kidneys. 
“There is very occasionally 
a hemolytic reaction-a kind of 
hypersensitivity which might 
break up red blood cells. In 
that 
case, 
there would be 
symptomatic 
blood 
in 
the 
urine,” Dr. Smith explained. 
“In most cases, the reaction to 
the bite is not this severe, 
however. Documented fatali­ 
ties due to Brown Spider bite 
are extremely rare. 
“ So far, 
the 
treatment 
usually is surgical excision of 
the ulcer and a skin graft to 
prevent scarring,” he said. “ In 
cases requiring more than that, 
the steroids (hormone deriva­ 
tives) are used to treat cases 
w here there 
is 
a 
wider, 
systemic 
reaction or where 
there is intense inflammation.” 
As part of his research, Dr. 
Smith milks the venom from 
the spider by shocking it with 
electrodes. 
Placing The Blame 
His la te st 
experiments 
demonstrate that the white 
blood cells are, partly, respon­ 
sible for the tissue damage. In 


animals in which most of the 
white blood cells arc removed, 
the venom did not cause bleed­ 
ing or a significant amount of 
dead tissue. 
In other words, if physicians 
could determine a way to inter­ 
fere with the body’s calling too 
many overly strenuous white 
blood cells into action, they 
would have a way to keep the 
body from injuring itself by 
over-Fighting any invader. Con­ 
siderable evidence supports this 
concept that the very cells 
needed to defend a body may 


inflict certain types of tissue 
injury. They just do not seem 
to know when to quit. 
Parallels To Be Drawn 
“What 
we are concerned 
with is learning how and why 
the defense mechanisms arc so 
over-stim ulated. 
There 
are 
parallels 
to be drawn with 
other infections,” Dr. Smith 
explained. 
In 
some 
infections, 
the 
troublemakers are certain anti­ 
bodies which over-attack, or 
attack the wrong thing, such as 
the kidnev. which mieht he 


injured by over-zealous anti­ 
bodies. 
A 
variety 
of 
nephritis 
(glomerulonephritis) is charac­ 
terized by inflammation of the 
capillary loops in the glomeruli 
of the kidney, as an over re­ 
action to certain infections. 
There are serum sicknesses trig­ 
gered by this sort of too- 
strenuous attack by the body’s 
protective mechanisms. 
Several Generations 
Study of the Brown Spider’s 
bite is not new. Dr. Smith 
found a male and a female 
Brown Spider in the basement 
of the Ashbcl Smith Building 
on the UTMB campus years 
ago and raised “a good many 
generations of spiders, for re­ 
search purposes,” he reports. 
Furthermore, “ there is a report

Burleson’s office in Abilene reveals

Walter Grubbs of the Abilene 
office 
said Monday that a meeting between 
farm groups and the Director of the 
Bureau of Motor Carrier Safety will 
be held in Washington Tuesday and it

be made exempt.

day as Direct Distance Dial­ 
ing is inaugurated.

The Area Code is not re­ 
quired. 
For added convenience, the 
telephone 
user may obtain 
numbers in other cities by using 


directory assistance. This is 
done by dialing I plus

area code in which the num­ 
ber is in plus 555-1212. Area 
codes are listed in the front 
of the telephone directory. 
To secure a number within 
the same area code, which

The agency can subordi­ 
nate its mortages to private 
individuals, banks, and other 
commercial lenders, or Fed­ 


eral Land Banks when the 
other lender’s loans are for 
authorized FHA loan purposes. 
The Administrator said the 
new $100,000 total debt limit 
will help many young farmers 
and others, who could not get 
sufficient credit from any one 
lender, to finance their needs 
from combinations of lend­ 
ers including FHA. 


The new act also makes 
Viet Nam 
veterans eligible 
for priority consideration of 
loan applications. It abolishes 
a requirement that applicants 
enjoying veteran’s preference 
must have a farm background, 
but requires training or ex­ 
perience in farming. 


The Farmers Home Admin­ 
istration conducts farm, rural 
housing and community fa­ 
cility loan programs through 
a nationwide system of more 
than 1,700 rural offices.

Over defense objections, the court 
allowed the prosecutor to go a- 
head — because the picture gave 
valuable assistance in showing the 
location of the fatal w ound.

Big battle in

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The 'Little Brown Spider' 


Why does his bite excite an over-reaction in man's body? 


The way the body some­ 
times over-kills invaders-and 
damages itself in the process—is 
being 
researched 
in 
im m u­ 
nology studies under way at 
The University of Texas Medi­ 
cal Branch at Galveston. 
Pediatrics 
researcher 
Dr. 
Clifton Wayne Smith is study­ 
ing in depth the bite of the 
little Brown Spider. 
The bite of the spider ex­ 
cites 
an 
overreaction: 
An 
amount of venom so small that 
it might be safely ignored ex­ 
cites so strenuous a response 
that 
the body kills healthy 
tissue, sometimes over an area 
the size of a m an’s hand. 


Destructive Armies 
Dr. Smith hopes to find out 
how and why the body calls 
forth 
su ch 
selfdestructive 
armies of white blood cells. He 
refers to that aspect of his 
infection and immunization re­ 
search as “ a kind of hobby I 
have indulged in over the past 
several years.” 
Hie Brown Spider lives in 
the Southw est U.S. where the 
tlunate is warm. Its bite is 
sc arcely 
ever 
considered 
a 
medical emergency. The venom 
almost 
invariably causes the 
same series of reactions. It is 
seldom fatal. 


Tiny Fangs 
“ lhe fangs arc so tiny that 


the bite is usually not noticed 
at the time that it occurs,” Dr. 
Smith 
explained. “It causes 
practically no sensation.” 
He added: 
The venom is deposited 
very superficially, near the top 
of the skin. Within 24 hours, 
there is a characteristic blister 
and then the site aches and 
burns, 
sometimes 
intensely. 
T h en 
th e 
area 
becom es 
violaceous (blue), the blister 
breaks and the discolored skin 
develops a black eschar. In 
every case there is always this 
characteristic black scab. Al­ 
ways. I have worked with hun­ 
dreds of animals in these stud­ 
ies and there is always the 
characteristic 
black 
scab, lf 
there is not the black scab, the 
bite is not that of the Brown 
Spider. 
"The scab may be the size 
of a pin head. It may form a 
necrotic—dead—area, the size 
of a m an’s hand. The average 
reaction is a dime-sized scab 
which lasts from a few days to 
a week before sloughing off to 
reveal an ulcer. This ulcer looks 
like a hole with a raised, pearly 
border. It becomes a draining 
wound which oozes. It may 
ooze a pinkish fluid. This heals 
very 
gradually, 
taking from 
two to three weeks to a month. 
In one case the healing process 
took more than a hundred 
days. And it leaves a scar. 
“One little girl in South 


America, was bitten on the 
face, near her eye, and the scar 
contracted severely enough to 
be disfiguring. But this is un­ 
usual.” 
Also unusual, but possible, 
arc such systemic reactions as a 
rash which might envelop the 
entire body or an even more 
serious reaction which might 
damage the kidneys. 
“There is very' occasionally 
a hemolytic rcaction-a kind of 
hypersensitivity which might 
break up red blood cells. In 
that 
case, 
there 
would be 
symptomatic 
blood 
in 
the 
urine,” Dr. Smith explained. 
“ In most cases, the reaction to 
the bite is not this severe, 
however. 
Documented 
fatali­ 
ties due to Brown Spider bite 
are extremely rare. 
“ So 
far, 
the 
treatm ent 
usually is surgical excision of 
the ulcer and a skin graft to 
prevent scarring,” he said. “In 
cases requiring more than that, 
the steroids (hormone deriva­ 
tives) are used to treat cases 
w h ere 
there 
is 
a 
wider, 
systemic 
reaction 
or 
where 
there is intense inflamm ation.” 
As part of his research, Dr. 
Smith milks the venom from 
the spider by shocking it with 
electrodes. 
Placing The Blame 
H is 
la te s t 
experim ents 
dem onstrate 
that 
the white 
blood cells are, partly, respon­ 
sible for the tissue damage. In 


animals in which most of the 
white blood cells are removed, 
the venom did not cause bleed­ 
ing or a significant amount of 
dead tissue. 
In other words, if physicians 
could determine a way to inter­ 
fere with the body’s calling too 
many overly strenuous white 
blood cells into action, they 
would have a way to keep the 
body from injuring itself by 
over-fighting any invader. Con­ 
siderable evidence supports this 
concept that the very 
cells 
needed to defend a body may 


inflict certain types of tissue 
injury. They just do not seem 
to know when to quit. 
Parallels To Be Drawn 
“ What 
we are concerned 
with is learning how and why 
the defense mechanisms are so 
ov erstim ulated. 
There 
are 
parallels 
to 
be drawn 
with 
other infections,” Dr. Smith 
explained. 
In 
some 
infections, 
the 
troublemakers arc certain anti­ 
bodies which over-attack, or 
attack the wrong thing, such as 
the kidney, which might be 


injured by over-zealous anti­ 
bodies. 
A 
v ariety 
of 
nephritis 
(glomerulonephritis) is charac­ 
terized by inflammation of the 
capillary loops in the glomeruli 
of the kidney, as an over re­ 
action 
to certain 
infections. 
There are serum sicknesses trig­ 
gered 
by 
this sort of too- 
strcnuous attack by the body’s 
protective mechanisms. 
Several Generations 
Study of the Brown Spider’s 
bite 
is not new. Dr. Smith 
found a male and a female 
Brown Spider in the basement 
of the Ashbcl Smith Building 
on the UTMB campus years 
ago and raised “ a good many 
generations of spiders, for re­ 
search purposes,” he reports. 
Furthermore, “ there is a report 
of a spider bite lesion very 


likely 
to have been due to 
Medical

Starting next Thursday, telephone custom ers in 
Hamlin will be able to dial their own Long Dis- 
Distance calls direct to more than 100 million tele­ 
phones throughout the United States and Canada. 
This improvement in telephone service, at no 
increase in rates, has taken years of planning and 
engineering. 
When you dial your own Long Distance numbers, 
calls always go through at low station-to-station 
rates ... about one third less than person-to- 
person.

Soma Questions and Answers About Direct Distance Dialing 


Q — “Will I be charged if I reach 
a wrong number?” 


A —There is no charge for a wrong number, lf 
you get a wrong number, try to find out what city 
and number you have reached. Then hang up, 
dial “Operator" immediately and report it to her. 
She will see that you are.not improperly charged 
tor the call. 


Q — “Will I be charged if the number I 
call ie busy or there is no answer?” 


A —No. Just hang up and try again later. DDD 
calls are recorded and billed by electronic ma­ 
chines which record only completed calls (when 
someone answers the distant telephone). 


Q — “What if I run into trouble 
on a call?" 


A —Most DDD calls go through quickly, efficient­ 
ly, and trouble-free. However, if you should be cut 
off, if you cannot hear well on the connection, or 
experience any other trouble, please hang up, then 
immediately dial "Operator” and report it to her. 
She will take steps to correct the difficulty. 


Q — “How do I call collect or 
person-to-person?" 


A —Your D DD calls are station-to-station calls. 
For other types of calls— person-to-person, col­ 
lect. credit card calls, those charged to another 
number, or those from coin phones— dial “Opera­ 
tor." She will handle the call for you.

Q — “How do I get the area code 
for the city I want to call?” 


A — The front pages of your telephone directory 
have a list of area codes for frequently called 
cities. Cities called less frequently are omitted to 
shorten the list and save you time, lf you cannot 
find the area code for the city you wish to call, 
dial "Operator" and tell her the city you want. 


Q — “What if I don’t know the 
telephone number I want?” 


A — just dial "1”, plus the area code if it’s differ­ 
ent from your own, plus 555-1212. The distant Di­ 
rectory Assistance operator will answer. When 
she gives you the number, jot it down. Then hang 
up for a few seconds before you dial your call. 
There is no charge for the call to Directory 
Assistance.
